that was the condition of our markel 
here in 1892 before the free trade elec- 
tion, and after we had had more than 
thirty years of protection. At that time 
there was not a man in the country who 
was able to work and so desired, who 
could not get it at the best average 
wages ever before paid in this country 
or in any other. The statistics all prove 
this. So much for selling labor. It was 
the best market in the world in 1892 to 
sell labor in. 


Now let us devote a few words to the 


wage-worker buying his living here with 
his wages in 1892. At * that time the 
statistics show that an average day's 
work would buy more of the necessaries 
and comforts of life here than the same 
equivalent of labor would then pay for 
in England, Europe, China or anywhere 
else; because our goods then, as meas- 
ured in the prices of our labor, were 
relatively cheaper than were the goods 
of those countries, measured in the 
prices of their labor. That is to say, 
that after thirty odd years under protec- 
tion that our market was the best in 
the world for labor, as it absorbed it all

world. That ia, that the same exer- 
tion or equivalent of toil was buying him 
a better living here than it would have 
procured in any other country in the 
world. 


These are the three points for the in- 


telligent wage-workers to bear steadily 
in mind. They need not ask the politi- 
cal orators anything about them,because 
they can consult the statistics themse! ves, 
or they even know them to be the facts 
is to 1892 without consulting anybody, 
because they can recall that everybody 
was then at work and that generally 
their wages were as good or better 
than ever before. Of course there were 
some exceptions, but we are speaking 
about the great masses.

workers in every ten know these state-

President Cleveland Issues His 


Thanksgiving Proclamation, 


IPPOISTIliG THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 29, 


As • Day oi Thanksgiving and Praise 


to the fSupreme Ruler of the Uni- 


verse for Fostering Care and 


Ittessings Bestowed.

MEBKII,, Wis., Nov. I.—Lovitt Hazle- 


ton, who is only 20 years old, and 
claims Brainerd, Minn., as his home, 
has confessed that he and Frank Wil- 
liams, who came from Appleton, Wis., 
were prompted by motives of murder 
and robbery in wrecking the Minne- 
apolis-Boston limited train on the 
"Soo" road, near Hearford Junction, 
the night of October 7, which resulted 
in the killing of Fireman Charles Cot- 
trell and the injury of Engineer James 
Dutch.

in protecting it from destructian at. it 
was indifferent to the fate of the buSa- 
lo millions 
If our ifreat international 


lispute with England and Canada over 
the fur seal had arisen seventy years 
ago, before the days of peaceful arbi- 
tration, there would surely have been 
» war over it. Nor is our interest in 
our fur seal to be wondered' at when 
ire stop to consider that from 1870 to 
1890 our national treasury received 
86,000,000 from the Alaska Commercial 
Co. as royalty on the animals killed 
fsix-sevenths of the purchase price of 
Alaska). When to this we add the 
amount received in a twenty- per-cent. 
import duty on the dressed skins as 
they come back to us from the En- 
glish dyers, the total revenue de- 
rived from the fur seal in twenty 
years amounts to the enormous sum of 
$8,500,000. Such an animal was worth 
saving from destruction. No other 
quadruped ever became such a bone of 
contention between two great nations 
for a long period, the discussion wind- 
ing up with a high and mighty confer- 
ence of arbitration. 


As usual, the whole trouble arose 


through the prreediness of a few irre- 
sponsible and lawless individuals. The 
sealers of the Pacific coast insisted up- 
on taking fur seals by shooting them 
in the open sea, by which wasteful 
process seven were lost for every three 
secured. But if it were not for the 
loss of money revenue derived from 
this animal, it is quite certain the gov- 
ernment would have allowed the waste- 
ful slaughter to go on until the last 
seal was dead. 


The fur seal is not a true seal by any 


means, but a sea lion, with naked, pad- 
dle-shaped flippers and tiny ears. It 
Is about two-thirds the size of the 
Zalophus, and is therefore the smallest 
member of the sealion family. Mr. 
Elliott gives the average length oi 
the full-grown male animal as six feet 
from nose to tail, and weight from 
three hundred and fifty to five hnn 
dred pounds. The average length of 
lie adult female is a trifle ovpr four 
eet, and weight from £>lxty-t>vo to S6V- 
nty-five pounds. When dry, the coat

Annual Meeting of the Central 


Illinois Association Last 


Wight. 


The third annual meeting of the 


Central Illinois Grain Dealers' Associa- 
tion was 4ield last night at the court 
house. It was largely attended. Presi 
dent Baxter was in the chair and B. S. 
Tyler was the secretary. Various points 
of interest concerning the handling of 
grain were discussed. 


It'was suggested that farmers and, 


dealers should be given a fair deal in the ! 
matter of furnishing sufficient cars for 
the early movent of grain, and it decided 
that more active agitation should ensue. 
Several matters of legislation were dis- 
cussed and it was resolved that the asso- 
ciation should, at the next meeting of 
the legislature, lay befoie that body the 
giain dealers' grievances. Chief among 
these is what is known as the Landlord 
and Tenant Law. 
This law provides 


that a landlord may follow grain sold by 
a tenant to the hands of an innocent 
purchaser, provided that the rent upon 
his land has not been paid. The grain 
dealers insist that it is the business of 
the landlord to look after his own rents 
and that when the grain dealer once 
pays for the grain that is quite enough.
